His colleague, Ho Shen Chee, attaché and 
translator, was presented by President Palmer 
as follows: 

Now, gentlemen, we will show you one of the 
Celestial Empire that can talk English, Mr. Ho, 
who will now address you. 

Mr. Ho had a perfect command of the Eng- 
lish language and prefaced his remarks by 
translating the Secretary’s speech. He 
acknowledged that he was nervous and 
throughout his remarks twiried a napkin 
rapidly in his fingers. He said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: It is gratifying 
to find such a large number of prominent citizerts 
here, because in a nation of the free we seem to 
understand each other. I feel nervous, gentlemen, 
because speech-making is unusual to me, and 1 
never made a speech at a public banquet, but I 
will translate the address just made by Mr. Puug 
Kwang Yu. » 

He said that the Ghinese legation received 
through the State Department an invitation from 


Minister, on account of official engagements, 
could not be present here tonight, and besides he 
does not speak a word of English. We, I and 
my colleagues, have been deputed by the 
Minister to represent the legation here. 
We have been to the grounds of the Fair, and 
we have been to the headquarters of the Fair, 
and we have there seen the plans of the buildings 
that are being commenced. We know that your 
work is progressing and will be rapidly executed. 
Of*course we will submit what we see and hear to 
our government. Hitherto the Chinese Govern-

Tests Made of His Process of Welding Cop- 
per and’ Brass Wire—Claims Made for It. 
James H. Bevington, a young man of Chi- 

cago, born in Ohio, has, itis claimed, by an 
invention so simple asto be wonderful re- 
stored a lost art to metal workers and.started 
an industry which will be revolutionary in its 
applied and economic effects. It is a process 
of welding copper and brass wire, and of re- 
ducing brass and copper tubing. If these and 
other metals can easily and inexpensively 
be wrought into shape it will have 
the effect of extending the use 
of copper and its alloys by enlarging the 
range of their utility. 

It appears evident that the mound-builders 
and other prehistoric races had a process of 
wel copper which to modern ages has re- 
mained a mystery; but Mr. Bevington claims 
to have rediscovered andsimplified it. The 
New Process Welding and Spinning company, 
Room 19, Rialto Building, is the owner of the 
patent, and yesterday it gave an exhibition of 
what it can accomplish.

STAGGERED 4 STAMP COLLECTOR.

Mr. Cobb was requested 
to prepare a draft of the general plan of the 
buildings, to be presented at the next meeting 
of the committee. 

At the outset three colleges will be opened— 
colleges of the liberal arts, of the sciences, 
and of literature. The work of constructing 
the buildings must begin within a few months 
in order to be ready for the opening of the 
university in September, 1892. Simultane- 
ously with this event will be the opening of 
the preparatory school of the university at 
Morgan Park. It is thought that a year will 
be required to erect the three buildings.

END OF AN EVENTFUL LIFE, 


Gen. Barton, the Well-Known Theatrical 
Manager, Passes Away. 

New York, June 13.—[ Special. ]—After lying 
at death’s door for over ten days Gen. W. B. 
Barton, soldier, financier, and theatrical man- 
ager; finally passed away in his 60th year at 
the Gilsey House tonight. In compliance 
with his last wishes Gen. Barton will be-buried 
by the side of his father and mother in the 
little cemetery at Woodbridge. Monmouth 
County, N. J., where he was born in 1881. 

Gen. Barton, who was a graduate of Princeton, 
entered the army as Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
Forty-eighth ment of Brooklyn July 2, 1861. 
The Rev. James H. Perry, D. D., the pastor of the 
Pacific Street M. E. Church, ‘was Colonel of the 
regiment. and upon his death Lieut.-Col. Barton 
succeeded him. He was mustered 
ice Dec. 3, 1864. At the battle of the Wilderness 
he was severely woun and for a time it was 
thought he would die. en he recovered he 
was placedin command of ead, N. C., 
where he was stationed almost until the ceasing 
of hostilities. While in North Carolina he was 
made a Brigadier-General. 

After the war Gen. Barton went to ruse, 
where he laid the first block pavement and built 
the first street .railroad in the city. When the 
Bank of Pittsburg failed he lost $230,000 and was 
forced into kruptcy. He next visited Cali- 
fornia, and McCullough and Barrett having given 
up the California Theater he assumed the man- 
agement of the house. It was he who first pro- 
duced * Fatinitza in this country while at this 
house. Later he managed J. K. Emmett and a 
lecture tour for Robert G. Ingersoll, Then he 
went into journalism awhile, but again drifted 
back into theatrical life.

THE CENTRAL MARKET BUILDING. 


A Handsome Structure Being Completed 
on State and South Water Streets. 

The Central Market Building, located on 
State street, just south of the river, is of inter- 
est not only from the fact that it is of original 
construction and design but because it is the 
first step in establishing public markets in 
Chicago. . This building, which is now near- 
ing completion, covers an irregular L-shaped 
lot fronting both on State and South Water 
streets. It hasa main market entrance on 
State street and extends 220 feet along the 
river. The eastern wall, extending from the 
river to South Water street, is 165 feet long. 
The building has a frontage of 114 feet on 
South Water street. It covers in all 20,000 
square feet of land and is built of brick and 
stone. The floors, counters, and fittings are 
almost exclusively of marble, iron, and 
cement. The roof is chiefly of glass, with 
suitable means of ventilation, and 
building will be lighted by electricity. 
The intention of the builders has been 
to erect a structure which shall 
be absolutely fire-proof and can easily be kept 
in a clean and healthful condition. ; 

The main market floor will be divided into 
stalls which will be rented to retail merchants. 
Under each of these stalls will be cold storage 
vaults in which supplies of all kinds may be 
kept. Over the South Water street extension 
there will also be a cold storage warehouse, 
built on the latest and most approved plans, 
for the purpose of preserving perishable ar- 
ticles by the month, season, or year, and as 
much of this as may be required 1s to be re- 
served for the use of the market and its occu- 

ants. 

‘ The entire construction has been planned 
with an aim to use and handsome effect, The 
State street entrance, with its vestibule of 
white marble, was one of the latest designs of 
the late John Root, and the gold glass mo- 
sais were made in Paris from his drawings, 
and are the finest specimens of such work yet 
brought to 2 

The entire building is now nearly ready 
for occupancy and much ofit has been rented. 

The fact is often remarked that Chicago is 
one of the few large cities which does not 
possess a public market where the public 


will have an immense stock of meats. 


and provisions to choose from and all under 
one roof. In Boston Faneuil Hall and 
Quincy markets represent both the old and 
new methods—the best of. their stalls are in 
such demand that they have frequently been 
sold at $2,000, $3,000, and even $4,000 premium. 


Philadelphia has been celebrated for its pub- 


lic markets for many generations. Washing- 
ton has its center market, covering two city 
blocks, while the many public markets o“ 
New York City number in all between 4,000 
and 5,000 stalls.

ALLEGED FAITH CURES. 


EFFECT OF IMAGINATION ON NERV- 
OUS AILMENTS.

Wonderful Influence of a Parish Priest in 
Pittsburg—Thousands of Invalids Are 
Seeking His Touch—The ‘Lame, the Halt, 
and the Blind Pour Into City by Every 
Train—His Blessing and Advice Thought 
to Make Miraculous Cufes—The Deaf 
Made to Hear and the Dumb to Speak. 

Pirrssure, Pa., June 12.—[Special to the 
New York World.] 
published a report that the Rev. Father S. G. 
Mollinger, pastor of the Church of the Most 
Holy Name, on Troy Hill, Allegheny, had 
been summoned to Rome by the Pope. 
Father Mollinger has a wide reputation for 
his wonderful success in bealing the sick, and 
even now there are between three and four 
thousand cripples and invalids, blind people 
and deaf, lodging in Troy Hill boarding- 
houses waiting to be taken in hand by the 
priestly healer. The story that he had been 
called to Rome caused the wildest consterna- 
tion among these sufferers, as it was said he 
would sail away Monday next, leaving them 
to their faith, The presumption was that the 
Vatican wanted to know all about Father Mol- 
linger’s labors as a physician, his methods, 
incoine, and resources. 

The sensation was spoiled tonight by Father 
Mollinger himself. Hedeclared that the Pope 
had not sent for him, that he had no intention 
of going to Rome and that his work would be 
continued as usual. Once-he disposes of the 
thousands now here to be healed by him, he 
will go out of town for his usual summer rest. 
There are now over 3,000 invalids crowded 
into the Troy Hill boarding-houses in antici- 
pation of St. Anthony’s day, Saturday next, 
when the same miraculous powers which dis- 
tinguished St. Anthony are believed to be 
given to his disciple, Father Mollinger. The 
sick, in all nearly 10,000, will attend high mass 
on that eventful morning, that they may re. 
ceive the blessing of Father Mollinger and be 
cured of their infirmities, 

Afflicted people are now coming into the 
city by scores. They arrive on every express 


tram entering the city and come at all hours. 


They have made such a demand upon the lmes 
running to Troy Hill that all-night street cars 
have become a positive necessity, and are in 
active service between the railroad stations 
and Father Mollinger’s. 

The railroads are reapi a rich harvest 
from the sick people, said a Union Station 
official. *‘ Every train is filled with them and I 
believe no less than 1,000 le have arrived 
since Monday morning. t night over 100 
came in on express from East. Two 
hours later as many more arrived frum the 
West. Another eastern train soon arrived 
with some more and in fa@ they came in at all 
hours and kept the W as busy a 
beavers all night long. I have been here fif- 
in all my experience in rail- 
roading I never saw anything like it. These 
sick people come in from points of the 
compass and belong to all classes and condi- 
tions of men. Among those I saw this morn- 
ing was a family from ifax. mother 
and daughter came here with two sons who 
are totally blind. The mother appeared to 
have the greatest faith thatthe priest could 
cure her boys of their sad affliction. A speci- 
men case will serve to illustrate the cures 
effected by Father Mollinger. Monday, when 
Mrs. Frances Heins arrived from Waterloo, N. 
L., she was wheeled about in an invalid’s 
chair. She could not w a step. For 
eleven years her lower limbs had been 
useless. Physicians were able to afford her 
no relief, and told her she would never again 
be able to walk. What the disease was they 
could not determine. evening Mrs. Hein 
unaided, walked more a dozen y 
is assured that with returning strength she 
will fully recover the use Of her limbs. Since 
her arrival at Troy Hill she attended mass 
each day recently aw. an ce 
with Father Mollin ber turn 
arrived. She was carried by her brother and 
an attendant into the 1 of the priest 
physician. People standing in the churchyard 
said it was too bad, but even Father Mollinger 
could do nothing for one so hopelessly amliot- 
ed. A few minutes later an attendant came 
to the door and exclaimed: 

„Make room for this lady. She is walking 
out. She is cured!’’ 

The people standingeabout were for an in- 
stant incredulous, Their ishment turned 
toawe. Mrs. ins walked down the hall, 
down three steps and to where her invalid’s 
chair was standing. No person aided her. 

Father Mollinger did not seem to do any- 
thing to me, she said toa reporter. In a 
minute afterI was earried into him he said: 
Lou can walk now, you are cured,’ and I am. 
O, praise God!” and Mrs. Heine began to 
utter her thanks to the Lord for her deliv- 
erance. 

Such cures are reported daily as St. An- 
thony’s day approaches., 
rheumatism and chronic diseases predominate 
among the arrivals. 

While there are nearly 4,000 afflicted persons 
and their friends at Troy Hill and the board- 
ing-houses are crowded to their full capacity 
the people are arriving in great numbers an 
many are unable to secure proper shelter, 
sheds and-porches being occupied by the 
sleepers. 

Father Mollinger was born at Moline, Bel- 
gium, May 29, 1831. His parents were people 
of some note, his father havi been an 
officer in the Belgian army, where he madea 
reputation by his daring and ability. The 
son early resolved to devote his life to relig- 
ious work. He was placed under the care of 
the Monks of Lourain and won high honors 
in his He emigrated to the United 
States in 1 and on April 1859, 
he was ordain a priest of the Diocese 
of Erie, Pa. For six years after his admission 
to the priesthood Father Mollinger traveled 
2 and down the picturesque Counties of 

arion and Jefferson, laying a foundation for 
the splendid constitution which he possesses 
today. At the end of that time he was trans- 
ferred to the Pitteburg Diocese. He had charge 
of the rural missions of Perrysville and Wex- 
ford for three years. 

Up to this time his api 
ry power to cure thesick not been dreamed 
of by himself nor any one else. He was per- 
forming simply the duties of the ordinary Ro- 
man Catholic priest, although he had an ex- 
cellent knowl of medicine, gained during 
his studies in Belgium 2

A NEW HOME FOR WORKINGWOMEN. 


Movements on Foot for a New Building on 
the West Side. 

The Workingwomen’s Home Association, 
now located at No. 21 South Peoria street, has 
had a very active and useful existence for eight- 
een months. It was started to accommodate a 
large overflow of laboring women and girls 
who could find no lodgment or shelter in the 
other homes, because those were already full 
or their rates too high. A house at No. 189 
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East Huron street was the first abiding- place, 
where 600 women received the benefits of the 
home and about 200 found work while under 
its roof. Religion and nationality are never 
alluded to the candidates for admission, nor 
after they have becomemem bers of the house- 
hold, and the etiquette of the family rests en- 
tirely upon the honor and good judgment of 
each woman and girl in Ber conduct toward 
the different individuals as they gather about 
the hearth they must for the pres call 
“home.” The success of the last has 
made it necessary for the board to @ncourage 
the building of a larger and more convenient 
place for the future home for workingwomen. 

This is where the difficulty comes in. A 
new home is needed greatly, but it will take 
considerable money to provide such a build- 
ing as would be suitable. The managers of 
the home have in view a piece of property on 
Washington boulevard west of Halsted stree 
which they can obtain for $30,000. On this 
they propose to put up a model home five 
stories high with cellar and an attic and all 
modern improvements—elevators, baths, gym- 
nasium, electric lights, hospital department, 
etc. It will easily accommodate 300 women. 
It will have a large number of single rooms. 

Thousands of women and giris come to the 

city yearly, strangers to city life, ignorant of 
city ways and pitfalls, ignorant of work, with 
little or no means and less time or inclination 
to learn trades or professions. Many of these 
sooner or later would fall into evil ways un- 
less a home is provided for them. It is this 
class of women which the t efforts of the 
home have helped so practically in the matter 
of all-around protection, good food; a bed for 
each, and help or advice to work, and chea 
board. The new home will do greater — 
with its increased capacity for greater num- 
bers and better facilities for doing the work. 
The managers every working man and 
woman to give of mite--50 cents by men 
and cents by women—and hope that both 
small and large firms will give out of their 
abundance.

It is not the intention at this time to attempt 
any predictions as to the probable earnings under 
the new arrangement that it is proposed to make 
witb the city. It can be said, however, that the 
output of gas will be considerably greater this 
year than it was last. The increase in 1890 over 
1889 was between 5 and 6 per cent and the increase 
from the natural growth of the city will probably 
be as much this year. Whatever the result of this 
settlement may be, so far as it affects net earn- 
ings, its most important result will be in the re- 
gained confidence that will come with the suspen- 
sion of legal bostilities. 

It has been urged that this settlement can in no 
way insure immunity from attacks throngh the 
courts. Ifthe present city administration agrees 
to drop all such proceedings, that by no means in- 
sures the organization from prosecution by suc- 
ceeding administrations, it is said.

The long future of the gas business is not en- 
tirely pleasant for security holders to contem- 
plate. There is a competitor coming up in the 
electric current which promises to be a most for- 
midable rival. There are also possibilities in 
way of water gas that can be manufactured at 
cents a 1,000 and natural gas that can be had 
for nothing, which the invester who buys securi- 
ties and locks them up in his tight-box, expecting 
them to stay there till the administrator of his 
estate takes them out, must calculate well over.

The total output of the Chicago gas companies 
last year was about 3.000.000, 000 feet. The output 
of the Chicago Gas Light and Coke company was 
1,440,000,000 feet. This offers an interesting point to 
the investor in gas bonds. It shows a wide mar- 
gin between the earnings of the Chicago Gas 
Light and Coke company and the im- 
terest requirements of the company; but 
if the operations of the C 
Gas Light and Coke company are separated from 
those of the other companies, the margin of earn- 
ings above the bond requirements of other com- 
panies is not large.

CHICAGO AND THE LEGISLATURE. 

This city did not fare as well at the hands 
of the General Assembly as it should have 
done, and it has the mortification of knowing 
that it was due to some of its own representa- 
tives in every case. Chicago interests were 
wounded in the house of ite friends. The 
mutilation of the World’s Fair bill by cutting 
the appropriation down from a million dol- 
lars to $800,000 was the handiwork of Speaker 


Crafts, He has most likely cut himself down | 


at the same time that he injured the Fair. If 


it turns out that he has committed political 


suicide he will have no one to blame but him- 
self. 

The bill to authcrize the city to levy three 
mills extra for two years to do necessary 
cleaning, lighting, and policing in connection 
with the World’s Fair was opposed by many 
country members who professed to think it 
would be abused by local authorities in 
their dietricts. It would have passed in spite 
of their unreasonable objections if recreant 
Chicagoans like Hayes, Wilk, O’Donnell, 
and Carmody had not fought it 
with iatense malice. The first three of these 
come from the Ninth District, in the north- 
western part of the West Side, Why these 
three men, one of them a lawyer, another a 
real-estate man and lawyer, and the third a 
plumber, should be united against a measure 
which does not tax their constituents more 
than residents in other parts of the city, and 
whose benetits' will be distributed as 
evenly as the taxation, is some- 
thing imexplicable. Their constituents, 
who want all the cleaning, lighting, and 
policing they can get, did not ask their repre- 
sentatives to vote against this bill. There is, 
however, considerable vacant land in that 
district, much of it owned by non-residents 
who are holding on to it for a rise in value 
and who want to pay the smallest possible 
amount of taxes while they pocket the largest 
amount of unearned benefit. It is charitable 
to suppose that Messrs. Wilk, Hayes, and 
O'Donnell were animated by disinterested 
zeal for the welfare of these non-residents 
and took all the trouble they did just to 
oblige them and to enable them to save money. 
The money for the purposes named has to be 
raised, however, and there is but one way left 
to do it. That is to let the State Board of 
Equalization this summer give another 
turn to the screws and raise the Cook County 
assessment to a higher notch and keep it 
there for two years, whether Wilk, Hayes, and 
O’Donnell’s dear non-residents like it or not. 


The Subway bill, to connect the North and 


South Side park systems, was beaten by 
Burke of the West Side. Why he was so up 
inarms and hostile against something with 
which his constituents had nothmg todo and 
for which they could not have been called on 
to pay a cent, no matter how much they might 
use the subway, and could not possibly inter- 
fere with his dramshop, he did not ex- 
plain. It must be that he, too, rep- 
resented some non-resident property.own- 
er who would have been assessed 
and who, wishing to fight the bill under cover, 
played on Mr. William Burke’s sympathies to 
such an extent that the latter spent hours of 
unrewarded labor in killing the measure. It 
may be, however, that the project has not been 
killed. Itis reported that Judge Prendergast, 
who is a high authority on municipal law, 
is of the opinion that the Council can 
make this improvement by virtue of the 
powers it possesses already, and can provide 
the money needed for it by special assess- 
ment on the property to be benefited. The 
extension of the principle of special assess- 
ments; as illustrated ia the recent trunk line 
sewer cases, justifies the belief that the city 
can build a subway or viaduct which will be 
of special benefit to certain property, and 
make that property pay for it. 

That much for the black side; now for the 
white. 

The Legislature authorized the West Park 
Board to issue a million dollars’ worth of 
bonds for the completion of the park and 
boulevard system of that division. It author- 
ized the construction of a publiclibrary build- 
ing on Dearborn Park and the imposition of a 
higher tax to raise the money to build it with. 
It also added six members to the School 
Board, thus making it possible to give satis- 
factory representation to the annexed districts. 
It will be in the power of the Mayor now to 
appoiut a woman to look after the schools of 
Hyde Park and Lake, towns which have a 
population of 200,000. With this increase in 
the number of inspectors there can be at 
least three women on the School Board. It 
also passed a billin aid of carrying out the 
John Crerar bequests to Chicago; and another 
to let three or four more military companies 
into the State Guard, and afew other things 
of minor importance. 

These things the Legislature did. Itshould 
be thanked also for not selling out the Lake- 
Front to the Illinois Central and for not turn- 
ing over the streets of the city to and putting 
the property of every man at the mercy of 
elevated railroad companies organized by 
men anxious to stick their hands into the 


| pockets of others. 


BETTER POLICE SERVICE. 
Perhaps the most important of the reforms 
promised by the new municipal admmistra- 


tion of tnis city is that political influence is to 


have little todo with getting a man on the 
police force. If that plan can be carried out 
there will be an end to the influences which 
have dominated in times past in the selection 
of men todo patrol duty as well as of those 
who supervise the rank and file of the police 
force. It is notorious that positions have too 
often been obtained as a reward for service at 
the primaries and polls or for the purpose of 
controlling votes in the future, and not with 
any reference to the moral character or ca- 
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ly honest to endeavor to perform it, “ye al 
n 
other respects. In European cities the police 


There is room for 


officer is charged with the duty of reporting 
all infractions of the ordinances that come 
under his notice. Why cannot it beso here? 
What is the use of paying for the services of a 
separate force of men whose duty it is to in- 
spect sidewalks and others to look simply after 
sanitary matters?. A man with enough intelli- 
gence to entitle him to a place on the police 
force ought to be able to report dangerous 
places in the sidéwalk, the existence of 
nuisances in streets and alleys, and to see that 
placards notifying of the presence of conta- 
gious diseases are duly affixed to such build- 

ings as are ordered by the Health Office 
to be so designated. If he keeps his 
eyes about him while traveling his beat he 
can notice all these things and attend to them, 
and observe infractions of the building ordi, 
nance more effectively than is now done by 
the official inspectors, who are too apt not to 
know that anything wrong is gomg on till 
after it has been complained of by citizens in 
the neighborhood. 

The city has too many inspectors and too 
little inspection. The ser vice costs far more 
than a much more efficient one ought to cost, 
and all for the reason that the rule hitherto 
has been to make as many places as possible, 
to be filled by friends of those who “have a 
pull“ and want to be taxeaters instead of tax- 
payers. We ought to be able to improve on this 
system. It is a crying nuisance in the adminis- 
tration of municipal affairs in this and other 
cities, and for many years past has been grow- 
ing worse instead of better. Perhaps Mayor 
Washburne and his efficient Chief of Police 
may not be able to accomplish the reform be- 
eause of the opposition of prominent officials 
whose consent to the change cannot now be 
obtained, But if they will move in that direc- 
tion, so as only to pave the way for a better 
state of things in after years, they will have 
earned the hearty thanks of a community 
long outraged by having to pay the highest 
price for the least efficient service that can be 
obtained. 5 


THE COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW. 

The General Assembly failed to pass the 
bill to amend the Compulsory Education law. 
The Republicans agreed to every amendment 
which was asked for by the Lutherans last 
year, but they refused to support the Demo- 
cratic amendment which banished the lan- 
guage of this country from parochial and 
private schools. They were not quite ready 
to legislate against the use of that language 
anywhere and to say that an elementary edu- 
cation is sufficient with the American tongue 
left out, or forbidden to be taught to the 
American children of narrow-minded, un- 
American foreigners. They were willing to 
give up the provision thatthe history of the 
United States should be taught in English, 
but when they saw that the Democrats required 
reading and writing in English should also be 
thrown overboard they drew the line there 
and they told them plainly that they would 
never agree to such acowardly surrender of 
principle. 

The Democratic demagogues, ready on this 
as on all other questions to barter away 
American institutions for votes for office, in- 


sisted on making the sacriflce. They want Amer- ¢ 


ican children to be taught exclusively in Bohe- 
mian, German, Italian, Hungariae, Russian, 
French, Spanish, or Arabic by teachers em- 
ployed by priests belonging to those nationali- 
ties, who are seeking to perpetuate foreignism. 
alienism, and un-Americanism in this country 
on the lines laid down by Mr. Cahensley, the 
Secretary of the Archangel Raphael Society, in 
his recent communication to the Pope on the 
subject of Roman Catholics in this country. 

The Republican Senate bill conceded every- 
thing which was promised in the Republican 
or Democratic State platform of 1890. The 
Republican Senate bill would, if passed by 
the Democratic House, have taken out of the 
law every feature which the most rigid or sen- 
sitive of its critics had found fault with. But 
the Democratic deniagogues, anxious to pick 
up a few voters here and there to enable them 
to get office, went beyond their own platform. 
They would no doubt have voted to exclude 
the English tongue even from the public 
schools where aliens send their children if 
votes and offices had been promised them as 
the reward for such a betrayal of American 
institutions. 


THE RECORD OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
Perhaps the best that can be said for the 


Legislature which ended its career last week 


is, that while it passed several good acts, it 
omitted to pass a large number of bad ones. 
For the latter thanks in part at least should 
be given to. the present Constitution. 
Had the men who adjourned Friday 
been working under the Constitution of 
1848 they would have rushed through several 
hundred bills, reading only their titles, most 
of them giving special privileges to promoters 
to sell to corporations. They would have ex. 
tended the terms of a number of officers, in- 
creased the fees of others, and have ripped up the 
charters of cities to suit local politicians. They 
would have put through in one day as many 
mischievous general laws as it now takes a 
fortnight to pass. 

Under the old Constitution corporations 
paid money to legislators for laws which would 
aid them. They onty pay money now to the 
sandbaggers to prevent the passage of laws 
Which will injure them. The files of both 
Houses were filled with “ sandbag bills, 
which were merely invitations to gas, tele- 
phone, fire and life insurance, railroad, stock- 
yards, sleeping-cars, and other in- 
terests to drop down to Springfield 
and talk matters over with the 
„ boys as to the surest way of preventing 
their passage. As not one of these bills seems 
to have gone through, the probabilities are 
that these invitations were accepted and ways 
and means provided to stop their enactment. 
What the expense of the conversations was 
is known to a few and the subject is one they 
do not care to discuss in the newspapers or 


before grand juries. But the report is that- 


some members brought home considerable 
more money than their per diem. 

Those destructive measures which were 
leveled at capital, but which would have re- 


bounded and hit hard the men who want to 


use capital and to get it as cheaply as possible, 
failed of passage, though pushed with great 
energy. The double taxation scheme of 
sr the holders of notes pay a tax as 
well 
given for the notes and of forbidding 
the collection of those evidences of m- 
debtedness unlesg they bore an Assessor’s 
stamp, fell through. So, too, did the one 
which aimed at dividing the double taxes be- 
tween borrower and lender, which elsewhere 
always has resulted in the former paying the 
entire tax, plus a small additional sum to in- 
sure the lender against contingencies and ex- 


| penses.

(5) The 
bill to amend and simplify the Chicago Elec- 
tion law has removed several objectionable 
features found to work badly in practice, and 
rendered the law as nearly perfect as possible. 
(6) The bill for the establishment of a re- 
formatory for young, first-offense convicts, 
though sadly marred by economic 
amendments, is still a great step in 
the right direction. (7) The one for- 
bidding the labor of children under 
18 (should have been 14 years), except 
in a few specified cases, is commendable. (8) 
The bill for the suppression of truck stores, 
vetoed by Cullom when Governor, was de- 
manded by the working classes, and’ undoubt- 
edly it was time that the old practice should 
be abolished. 

So it will be seen that the Legislature is to 
be credited with same good deeds and can be 
given the half-way praise of not having done 
allthe mischief it might—thanks er to 
the Republican Senate. 


IT WORKS WELL. 

The Street-Cleaning Aid Society, recently 
organized in New York, is doing valuable 
service in improving the appearance of the 
city and bettering its sanitary conditions. 


The process is a simple one. About forty 


persons organized with the determination to 
work for that end as far as possible in co- 


operation with the municipal authorities, and 


found the latter not only willing but glad to 
join in the movement. The society opened a 
membership roll, which now contains nearly 
a thousand names of persons all of whom are 
pledged to report the existence of nuisances 
on the condition that strict secrecy be ob- 
served as to those calling attention to things 
needing remedy. Each one agrees to 
act as an inspector in his or her own 
district, looking around on the way to 
and from home, and reporting any case in 
which refuse is being disposed of in a manner 
contrary to the law or ordinance, a full expla- 
nation of which is furnished to each by the 
society. These complaints, of which a dozen 
or more are received daily, are made out on 
appropriate blanks, which are sorted and then 
transmitted to the Department of Street- 
Cleaning, the Board of Health, the police, or 
the Bureau of Incumbrances, as the case may 
be. The result may be understood from a re- 
cent remark by the Secretary: We have 
watched closely and have yet tolearn of a case 
complained of that has not received prompt 
attention from the officials. Every police cap- 
tain in the city has instructed his patrolmen to 
assist in the good work, and they are doing a 
great deal.“ 

Cannot we have such a society in Chicago? 
It is badly needed, more so than some other 
associations which have been formed here 
ostensibly for the good of the city as a whole. 
The new administration is endeavoring to do 
good work in the removal of garbage and 
other refuse and clearing the streets of ob- 
structions to travel. The alleys are cleaner 
now than at this time last year, and in other 
respects a decided improvement is observable, 
but the workers wöuld be far more efficient if 
aided in the same way as are the health offi- 
cials in New York. The reform is essentially 
one that calls for the cooperation of all citi- 
zens who know what is wrong and desire what 
is right. Their aid would be of especial 
value in lessening the amount of the evil 
to be dealt with. The average citizen 
perpetrates a nuisance carelessly, not through 
malice. Heor she would willingly take a 
little more trouble to keep the premises and 
surroundings clean if convinced that others 
were doing the game and that the eagle eyes 
of some neighbor were on the alert to spy out 
nuisances to be reported to the authorities. It 
is a kind of surveillance that could not fail to 
work wonders here, as it has done in the more 
densely and therefore more troublesome city 


of New York. It would result in giving to the 


scavengers far less work than they are called 
on to do, permitting them to fully perform 
the duty required of them, to which they 
would pay all the more attention when they 
knew that failure would almost certainly be 
reported at headquarters. It would give us 
not only a more attractive city to the eye, but 
one much more desirable from the sanitary 
point of view. 

Let us have sucha society unless the Taxpay- 
ers’ Association, the Citizens’ League, orsome 
other already in existence sees its way clear 
to take the matter up and carry it through. 
The firat step to be taken after organizing 
should be to send a circular to householders 
all over the city informing them of what the 
society had undertaken, setting before them 
the laws bearing upon the disposition of garb- 
age, and asking them to personally obey while 
reporting to the society for action all persons 
who persisted in violating those laws or regu- 
lations. . An enlargement of the organization 
to include all those who ‘signified their will- 


| ingness to aid would follow, and the rest would 


be easy. 


THE JEWISH SABBATH. 

In most if not all of the Hebrew syna- 
gogues in New York yesterday was marked by 
the making of an appeal fora closer observ- 
ance of the Jewish Sabbath, that is, Saturday. 
Few will dispute the right of these people to 
adhere to the traditions of their race, but very 
many in the present day will doubt the wis- 
dom of perpetuating a usage which tends to 
keep the Jews apart from the Christians in a 
country like the United States, where it is 
highly desirable that all such distinctions 
should be obliterated. One point seems to 
have escaped the attention of those who 
stickle fon a certain set of hours in each week 
as opposed to an equal number a little later 
in the count. It is claimed that the Sabbath 
was instituted immediately after the close 
of the creation, being the day on which 
Jehovah rested from his work. The site of 
Paradise is not agreed upon, and in the ab- 
sence of such agreement the Sabbath should 
be taken as dating from sunset in Chaldea, 
that being the land in which the first settle- 
ment appears to have been made after Noah’s 
flood, and from which Abram (before he was 
called Abraham) set out on his migration to 
the eastern shore of the Mediterranean. The 
day begins in Chaldea nine hours earlier than 
in Chicago, and the difference is eight hours 
if reckoned from Palestine, where the Jews 
observed the Sabbath as commanded at 
Sinai, which is in nearly the same longitude, 
On the Pacific siope of the United States the 
time difference from Chaldea is eleven hours, 
or close on half a day. Hence, if the Jews 
there observe Saturday as their Sabbath, they 
attend their church services after the Sabbath 
is over in Chaldea. 

This consideration shows that a perfect 
agreement as to time for keeping the holy day 
is impossible except to those who live on the

A great many among the bods as well as 
multitudes of other people, now incline to the 


belief that the work of creation was not per- 


formed in six days of twenty-four hours each, 
and this obviates the necessity of trying to 
keep up a count of days which could have had 
no other than an arbitrary origin. The only 
valid piea for insisting on Saturday instead 
of some other day of the wesk is that it 
marks the lapse of some multipie of seven 
days since the precise moment when Jehovah 
rested from his labors. But science tells us 
that the work of creation was not only not 
ended at an assignable instant, but that it is 
continually in progress, as much so now as 
5,662 years ago, which was the date of crea- 
tion, according to the Jewish calendar. Fur- 
thermore, there is some reason to doubt that 
the Hebrews have not kept up the same 
even count from the beginning of their reck- 
oning. It is not impossible that in remote 
ages they began to count the days of the week 


coincidently with their reckoning for the lu-. 


nat month. But the point is not of sufficient 
importance in this practical age to be insisted 
on. It is, however, fair to infer that when their 
sacred writings admittedly leuve a leeway of 
several centuries in the assignment of earlier 
dates it would be ridiculous to aver it as cer- 
tain that amid all the vicissitudes of the race 
that people has kept up the weekly count in- 
tact ever since the Exodus, and no one would 
dare assert that they can trace its observance 
back of that alleged fact in their history. 
Hence the Jews ‘in our midst would show 
their good sense by dropping the separate ob- 
servance of Saturday and adopting the Chris- 


tian Sunday as the day on which to worship 


the God of their forefathers. Many of them 
have done so already, and that without abat- 
ing one jot of their religious fervot or becom- 
ing a whit less worshipers of the true God. In 
making the change a general one they would 
conform to the calendar reckoning of the 
people among whom they dwell, and cease to 
render themselves ridiculous by insisting 
upon something as a cardinal point which in 
reality is of no consequence either as a matter 
of faith or morals. 


ARE BRUTALITY AND AVARICE TRI- 
UMPHANT? 


Gen. Rush C. Hawkins and Robert G. Inger- 
soll have a symposium all to themselves over 
the question of Brutality and Avarice Tri- 
umphant in the current issue of the North 
American Review. The former takes a thor- 
oughly pessimistic view of the question and 
evidently thinks the country is going to the 
demnition bowwows. The latter shows a good 
deal of sweetness and light, as even his church 
enemies will admit, in stating an equally 
thorough optimistic view of the question. Col. 


Ingersoll meets every point made by Hawkins 


squarely and fairly, and the reader will have 
little difficulty, we apprehend, in arriving at 
the decision that the great agnostic for once 
is discussing a topic which he knows from 
alpha to omega. 

In presenting his indictment of the Ameri- 
can people for brutality and avarice Gen. 
Hawkins formulates a formidible array of 
counts. He begins with 1861 and examines 
the frauds practiced upon the army by dis- 
honest contractors, the selling and chartering 
of worn-out vessels to the government at high 
prices, and other swindles by which “ the ex- 
pense of putting down the rebellion was one- 
third more than it ought to have been.” He 
next reviews the land-grant actes “bribed 
through Congress for the benefit of private 
corporations, and the loans of government 
bonds amounting to 65 millions for the benefit 
of a little cabal of Pacific railroad promoters. 
His next counts are railroad wrecking, land 
stealing from the government, timber stealing 
from the public lands, the star route jobberies, 
and stock-watering. He fires hot shot at cor- 
porations’ and contractors’ stores which cheat 
the poor and helpless, and at sham building 
which grows out of the greed of the capitalist. 
The destruction of game, of the feathered 
tribes, of fishes, of seals, and of domestic stock 
west of the Mississippi, both by lack of shelter 
and merciless methods of transportation, come 
in for his merciless invective. He closes his 
indictment with the cruel treatment of the In- 
dians for 250 years, and then appends the fol- 
lowing comment: 


The influence of these offenses against civiliza- 
tion is far-reaching and destructive. The fact 
that a considerable number of individuals obtain 
great wealth by dishonest schemes and cruel prac- 
tices is of little moment when compared with the 
effect their financial siccesses produce upon par- 
ticular communities and the country at largo. 
They have established a national standard, and 
now only one kind of success is acknowledged. 
Morality has no manket value. High character is 
impracticable, and intellectual achievement pays 
no dividends. These qualities count for very lit- 
tle in the estimation of the public when compared 
with the glory of great possessions. The owner- 
ship of millions, no matter how obtained, consti- 
tutes a theme of almost national admiration ; and 
if they were stolen outright and their possessor is 
out of prison the homage would be about the 
same. The motto is: 
in hand and no questions asked.“ 

Is it not time that there should be an awaken- 


ing? 

It is a gloomy picture which Gen. Hawkins, 
the pessimist, draws, but Col. Ingersoll, the 
optimist, refutes and changes the whole, ex- 
pression and coloring. Ina neat little intro- 
duction he ascribes dyspepsia as the cause of 
pessimism and is of the opinion that the case 
of the prophets of evil isnot for a philosopher, 
but fora physician. He admits that some 
frauds were practiced in the war, but we 
must remember that there were millions and 
millions of as good shoes as art and honesty 
could make, millions of the best muskets ever 
constructed, and hundreds of the most mag- 
nificent ships ever built sold to the govern- 
ment during the same period.” It is true 
that Congress was extravagant in land 
subsidies to railroads, but “there is not 
the slightest evidence tending to show that the 
general policy of hastening the construction 
of railroads was corruptly adopted.” Rail- 
roads have been wrecked, but most of their 
wrecks have been the result of competition.“ 
He admits with pleasure that stock has been 
watered, but “the amount of stock issued has 
nothing to do with the value of the thing rep- 
resented by the stock. As to the formation 
of trusts Mr. Ingersoll takes the following 
unique and cheery view: It is with corpora- 
tions as with fishes—the large eat the little; 
and it may be that this will prove a public 
benefit in the end. When the large corpora- 
tions have taken possession of the little ones 
it may be that the government will take pos-

They are 
fuller of life, more progressive, quicker to — 
advantage of the forces of nature, than any other 
of the children of men. Here the burdens of 
government are lightest, the responsibilities of 
the individual greatest, and here, in my judg- 
ment, are to ee Sa the most important 


ment. Ifa king is at the head of a nation, 
husband imagines himself the scanaaelh of the 
home. In this country we have carried into the 
family the idea on which the government is 
based. Here husbands and wives are beginning 
to be equals. 3 

Col. Ingersoll has made a masterly defense 
of the American people, while freely admit- 
ting their frailties and sins of omission and 
commission. Attimes he lets his impulses 
and ewotions run away with him, and there is 
manifest a sympathy with corporations and 
trusts, but on the whole he has made a fair 
and candid presentation of his subject. He 
has observed the weak spot in the Hawkins in- 
dictment—nainely: the judgment of the whole 
people by the acts of individuals. To say that 
we are a nation of railroad wreckers because 
of the conduct of Jay Gould is as inconsistent 
as it would be to say that we are a nation of 
brutes because some teamsters abuse their 
horses. Gen. Hawkins’ view is a narrow one, 
and his deductions are largely incorrect. The 
agnostic Ingersoll has the better of him in the 
discussion, because he looks beyond the in- 
dividual and makes a broad generalization 
which takes in a view of the whole field. . 


WHY THE PRINCE OF WALES GAMBLES. 

The present outburst of indignation in En- 
gland over the gambling habits of the Prince 
of Wales is perhaps due in great part to the 
newspaper publicity suddenly given them. It 
has been generally known for years that he 
was constantly playing cards for money and 
losing teo mach, that he drank more than was 
good for him, and that he was too fond of 
other women. Many winked at these failings 
of the heir-apparent so long as they were not 
a matter of record, but when they were pub- 
licly announced they felt it their duty to pro- 
test. He had committed the sin of being 
found out. 

It is possible, however, that the Prince may 
be judged too severely. The sins of the an- 
cestors are visited on the children through the 
law of heredity, and it 1s his misfortune to be 
the descendant of a long line of coarse, gross, 
sensual Hanoverians, strong-bodied but not 
strong-minded, the most decent one of them 
personally being the obstinate and blundering 
George the Third, who threw away the thir- 
teen American colonies. The Prince inheritel 
the appetites of his mother’s people, but took 
after his father, a well-educated man of good 
taste and good sense, in nothing. He is 
tellect. 

With every educational advantage that man 
could have, he never cared to avail himself of 
them. He knows next to nothing of the 
classics or of polite literature, and cares noth- 
ing for them. He has no taste for science, 
abstract or concrete, for geology or chem- 
istry, electricity or astronomy. Though the 
future ruler of the greatest manufacturing 
country in the world he is indifferent to ma- 
chinery and its uses. He has not that love of 
the country and of country life which isso 
marked a feature with Englishmen, nor that 
fondness for the sea which has equally dis- 
tinguished them. He has no artistic tastes, 

His deceased brother, the Duke of Albany, 
had literary tastes, was a fairly good orator, a 
clever man in various respects, and might 
have earned a good living with his pen. The 
Duke of Edinburg can play the fiddle badly, 
but is not a bad fellow. The Prince’s sisters 
are women of rather more than average 
ability—possessed of culture and refinement. 
The Empress Victoria of Germany is an ac- 
complished woman, But none of the intel- 
lectual things which interest them touch the 
Prince. His position prevents his playinga 
part in politics, but he has never shown that 
he takes the slightest interest in political 
economy or in the art of government. He is,

Did Rutherford Hayes Make a Mistake in 
Forming His Cabinet? 

Mr. Samuel M. Clark, editor of the Keokuk 
Gate City, is one of the best posted men on the 
politics of Iowa and of the country. He was talk- 
ing to the writer about the representation of his 
~ ms in the Cabinet. of the various administra- 

“There was George W. McOrary,” he said. 
“He was elected to Congress in 1868 and served 
eight years. He was without doubt one of the 
great constitutional lawyers of the West. He, 
with Samuel J. Randall, assisted in the creation 
of what was known as the Electoral Commission 
bill. He was appointed by President Hayes Sec- 
retary of War, which position he held until he re- 
signed to take the place of United States District 
Judge of his district. The latter offica he held 
for some time and then resigned that for the posi- 
tion of General Counsel of the Santa Fé rail- 
way. Just previous to the organization of Presi- 
dent Hayes’ Cabinet it was the understanding 
here that McCrary was to be Attorney-General. 
The matter had been talked over between the 
President and the legal lights of the Keokuk bar, | 
and the understanding was that McCrary was to 
have the place I have mentioned. So distinct was 
this understanding that nothing further was 
thought about it. One night while sitting in my 
office looking over the proofs I read a dispatch 
from Washington in which it was stated that Mr. 
McCrary had been appointed Secretary of War. 
So confident was I that this was a mistake that I 
drew my pencil across the words Secretary of 
War and wrote on the margin of the proof as a 
correction the words Attorney-General, Soon 
after the foreman came down with the proof and 
the copy, and.calling my attention to the latter I 
discovered that the dispatch read as the printer 
had set it up from the copy: ‘Inquiry revealed the 
fact that McCrary had indeed been appointed 
Secretary of War. Whether it was a mistake 
that he was made Secre of Waris one of the 
things I have never been able to contrive.”

When Mark Twain Was Not Funny. 

In one of the first copies of the Keokuk city di- 
rectory among the Cs is this line: ; 

„Samuel L. Clemens, antiquarian.” 

He lived there before he was known as Mark 
Twain. With his brether he was proprietor of a 
job-printing office. Why he was slated in the 
city directory as an antiquarian was not ex- 
plained at the time and no one has cared'to solve 
the mystery since.

We intend to run our 
business ona legitimate basis the same as 
heretofore and be satisfied with legitimate 
profits. We are fully able to do so from 
the fact that we have the most improved 
plants that can be devised, located in the 
best territory and handled by the most exper- 
ienced men, 

Then we are about to introduce improve- 
ments which will be a saving of 15 cents a 
bushel on the cost of production. Our exper- 
iments with the Takamine ve been 
carried on at the Woolner distillery in Peoria. 
We are now putting in a complete plant there 
and expect to use the Takamine process for 
purposes of production within two weeks at 
the Wooiner distillery. It will then be rapid- 
ly placed in the other distilleries owned by 
our company. 

“Yes, we expect to lower prices, as we can 
afford to, and still keep a legitimate margin 
of profits. The saving in production by the 
process will of course insure us against 
competition simply from the fact that we 
shall be able to sell cheaper than any one else 
can produce, e i 

Talk of a New Distillery. 

This talk of a new distillery does not ex- 
tend beyond the Collector's office, as far as I 
can ascertain. It cannot amount to anything, 
forno matter who should start such an estab- 
lishment they could never get their money 
back, and they all know it. There is no 
danger of competition so long as they can buy 
from us cheaper than they can produce them- 
selves. There is nobody back of the alleged 
scheme. It is all talk, like the rumored 
scheme of a year ago this May, when we 
started in on the rebate system. 

There is some opposition to the rebate 
system just now from the new line of trade 
we are getting—those who have been buying 
at a net price. We charge our customers five 
cents a gallon above net, and after six months 
they 2 drawing the rebate. This is a ben- 
efit both to us and our customers. It assures 
us a steady trade and enables us to carry a 
steady market. Otherwise we would have a 
fluctuating market, injurious to both pro- 
ducer and wholesaler. Now the price fluctu- 
ates only as the price of grain up or 
down, and we raise or lower it only as we are 
compelled to. Experience shows that it has a 
decided tendency to steady prices.

New York, June 11.—- [Special Correspond- 
ence. }~I have never been able to understand 
why a man who has no more ability than Rob- 
ert Buchanan should be capable of attracting 
any attention as a writer. Perhaps if he con- 
fined himself to the legitimate haters of lit- 
erature no one would have uoticed him. Feel- 
ing this in his bones, as the saying goes, he 
has striven for notoriety by attacking his bet- 
ters. The English are born fighters, and 
when they see a man roll up his sleeves or dip 
his pen in gore they are all attention, and they 
give him an amount of consideration that he 
would not otherwise receive, 
an, unless I have been misinformed, had been 
writing for a long time without being noticed, 
when he printed his attack upon Swinburne 
and others of what he was pleased 
to call the fleshly school.“ This had the de- 
sired effect. Better writers took up the de- 
fense and Buchanan was abused into the no- 
toriety he craved. When he writes novels or 
poems they are passed silently by because 
they are sq utterly colorless that no one 
notices them. It is only when he calls names 
that any one turns around to look and that is 
perhaps because he calls so noisily. One of 
his noisy books has just appeared in England. 
I doubt whether any one will think it 
worth while to publish it in this 
country, for itis abulky volume. Its title is 
The Coming Terror, which suggests 80 
many jokes to those of us who are not Mr. 
Buchanan’s admirers that I wonder how he 
ever came to devise it. Mr. Buchanan is at 
his best, or worst, in the chapter on The 
Modern Young Man as Critie.“ He is con- 
cerned about the modern young man; he 
doesn’t know what he is coming to, e 
young man of his own early * A was 
„ feather-headed but earnest. He dreamed 
mildly of fame, of fair women, and beautiful 
books; and when he read the Master’s he de- 
spaired.”” But now with the passing of one 
brief generation the world has changed. The 
youth who was a poet and, a dreamer has de- 
parted and the modern young man has arisen 
to take his place.“ Now hear him “go for 
that unfortunate person!

A saturnine young man, a young man who has 
never dreamed a dream or a child, a young 
man whose days have been shadowed by the upas 
tree of modern — pen and who was born to 
the heritage of h cynicism and cheap science, 
of literature which is less literature than criticism 
gone to seed. Though varied in genus, he is in- 
variable in the type, which includes the whole 
rauge of modern character, from the young man 
of culture expressed in the elegant humanities of 
Mr. Henry James and Mr. Marion Crawford, down 
to the bank-holiday young man of no culture, of 
whom the handiest example is (as we shall see) a 
certain egregious Mr. George Moore. The modern

He has looked down Vesu- 
vius out of his very cra n n 
he has measured Shakspeare and Dickens and 
found the points wanting; in France he has 
talked the argot of l’assommoir over the grave 
of Hugo; even in free Scandinavia he has discov- 
ered a Zola with a stuttering style and two 
wooden legs, and made a fetish of Ibsen; while 
here in England he theatens Turner, the painter, 
and has practically (as he thinks) demolished the 
gospel of | poetical sentiment.

Charlotte Bronte’s Unpublished Letters. 


In the forthcoming number ot Macmillan’s 
Magazine will be printed a batch of hereto- 
fore unpublished letters written by Char- 
lotte Bronté. They are addressed to her 
friend, Mrs. Smith Williams, and 
although their existence was known to Mrs. 
Gaskell, the biographer of Charlotte, and to 
others, it was deemed unadvisable to publish 
them before on account of their very personal 
nature. The interesting thing about the com- 
ments on Thackeray and others in these let- 
ters is that the writer had arrived at her con- 
clusions without any outside influence. She 
read the works of writers off in her lonely 
Yorkshire home without ever hearing their 
merits discussed. She was, as it were, a dis- 
coverer. In speaking of Thackeray, whom 
she had just been reading, she asks: ‘* I won- 
der what the world thinks of him?“ Here is 
the jetter. It is dated Dec, 11, 1847: 

I hardly ever felt delight equal to that which 
cheered me when I received your letter contain- 
ing an extract from a note by Mr. Thackeray, in 
which he exp himself gratified with the pe- 
rusal of Jane Eyre.” Mr. Thackeray is a keen, 
ruthless satirist. I had never perused his writ- 
ings but with feelings of blen admiration and 
indignation. Critics, it appears to me, do not 
know what an intellectual — 4 he is— 
they call him humorous,“ brilliant; his is a 


most scalping humor, a most deadly brilliancy— 


he does not play with his prey, he coils round 
it and crushes it in his fings. He seems 
in earnest in his war ainst 
the follies and the falsehood of the world. 1 
wonder what the world thinks of him. I should 
think the faults of such a man would be distrust 
of anything good in human nature; galling sus- 
picion of bad motives —— behind good ac- 
tions. Are these his failings? They are, at any 
rate, the failings of his written sentiments, for he 
cannot find it in his heart to represent either man 
or woman as at once = and wise. Does he not 
too much confound benevolence with weakness 
and wisdom with mere craft? 


That Charlotte herself was not without 
touches of this mood which she laments in 
Thackeray is proved in another letter: 


Her Private View of Men. 


There are hundreds of human beings who 
trample on kindness and mock at words of affec- 
tion. I know this, though I have seen but little 
of the world. I suppose I have something harsher 
in my nature than you have; something which 
every now and then tells me dreary secrets about 
my race, and I cannot believe the voice of the op- 
timist, charm he never so wisely.

THE GREENLAND EXPEDITION. 


A Woman We Is Certain That She Will 
Thoroughly Enjoy “Roughing It” in 
the Frozen Regions of the North—In 
Odd but Warm and Sensible Clothing 
She Will Hunt and Defy the Rigors of 
Eternal Winter. ue 
Columns have been written on the North 
Greenland expedition which goes out under 
the auspices of the Philadelphia Academy of 
Sciences, and is commanded by Civil Engineer 
R. E. Peary of the United States navy. Mr. 
Peary's plan is au entirely new one, which he 
fixed upon after his reconnoissance of the

Greenland ice in 1886. He means to reach the 
northern terminus of Greenland by way of the 
inland ice instead of following the coastline 
which has been the way of all other expedi- 
tions thus far. His experience taught him 
that the interior ice plateau is a smooth 
surface over which he can advance as 
fast as he can travel on snow-shoes. Whale 
Sound, the center of an arctic region noted for 


its abundance of animal life, has been se- 


lected by him as his headquarters on account 
of its accessibility ana the facilities it offers 
for an exploring party to be self-supporting. 

The Dundee steam whalers pass within a 
short distance of it every year on the whaling 
voyage to Lancaster Sound, and no steam 
vessel has ever failed in its effort to reach that 
locality. Hans Hendrick, the Esquimau who

accompanied Drs. Kane and Hayes, and who 
is now living in Godthan, Greenland, has told 
Mr. Peary that the waters of Whale Sound 
are the great seal hunting grounds of the arctic 
Highlanders who inhabit that region. 

Though the expedition will be absent about 
sixteen months the time covered by the sledge 
journey for attaining the main object of the 
expedition, the northern terminus of Green- 
land, will probably not exceed three months 
of next spring and early summer; the re- 
mainder of the time will be spent in the vi- 
cinity of Whale Sound collecting scientic ma- 
terial. 

If it were possible to reach Whale Sound so 
that the journey over the inland ice could be 
commenced early in May the expedition would 
not have to be absent more than one season. 
Some of the details of the expedition by a 
woman who will accompany. it may be of in- 
terest. 

Women as Explorers. 

A woman as a. member of an arctic expedi- 
tion seems at first biush something of an 
anomaly, and yet well-informed persons will 
perceive that it may not seem preposterous 
under favoring conditions. Women have in 
more than one instance shown themselves 
possessed of qualities which carried them suc- 
cessfully through privations and hardships 
in the exploration of regions more infested 
with dangers and annoyances than the arctics, 
Lady Baker and Mrs. Holub are but two 
among several women who have passed, not 
months, but years in the unknown interior of 
Africa. 

In the arctic regions, in more than one in- 
stance, the wife of an English whaling Cap- 
tain has wintered in her husband's vessel in 
arctic waters. On the west coast of Green- 
land, from Cape Farewell to Upernavik, are 
stationed Danish officers with their wives and 
families, living year after year in comfort and 
contentment, their chief hardship being their 
isolation. They have their schools and 
churches, and young lady governesses go out 
from Denmark to educate and bring up the 
children of the superior officers. 

After careful consideration it was decided 
that the writer should accompany the North 
Greenland expedition of 1891-92. Most of the 
lady readers of Tun Tn will probably ex- 
claim in one breath, as have most of my girl 
friends: What on earth can induce you to 
sacrifice yourself in this way and what are 
you going to wear? 

My answers to the first have been: It is no 
sacrifice. A natural inclination to outdoor 
life and the gratification of woman’s natural 
prerogative, curiosity, an interest in the work 
not difficult to understand, and deepened by 
the work of devising and supervising the mak- 
ing of many special articles of apparel, and 
the pleasure of knowing that I am helping my 
12 in the work to which he devotes him- 
self. 

Then, too, why should I not go? I am 
strong and healthy, considered a good walker, 
and enjoy “‘roughing it.“ There are no real 
dangers, only discomforts. In the tropies there 
are fevers, wild animals, venomous reptiles, 
and poisonous insects, while in the arctic 
regions we have none of these ; cold is the only 
discomfort which we shall have to endure. 

Here my friends may exclaim, ‘* Don’t you 
call starving and freezing real danger? What 
more real do you want?’ 

Yes, but there isn't the slightest danger of 
our doing either. As for starving, if you 


could see the boxes and boxes and barrels and

The coat or timiak is belted, and in the belt 
are carried a pistol dnd a sheath knife, On the 
feet are worn, first, a ig of arctic socks 
reaching only to the ankles. These are intend- 
ed to absorb perspiration, being easier to 
change than the stockings. Then two pairs of

woolen socks, a pair of long “home made” 
stockings, knit of double Germantown wool 
reaching to mid-thigh. Next come a pair of 
moccasins and a pair of snowshoes or snow- 
skates; then, with my rifle or shotgun across 
my shoulders and my alpenstock in hand, I 
am ready for a tramp anywhere. : 

For winter wear a fur suit is substituted for 
the blanket suit and fur stockings are pulled 
over the long woolen ones, otherwise the out- 
fit is similar. 

In the house (for you must know we are going 
to have a house, in which I shall have a coz 
boudoir, with red blanket hangings) I shall 
discard the timiak, two or three pairs of socks, 
and the moccasins, substituting for them a 
long, wadded silk skirt, slippers, and an eider- 
down flannel dress. 

I have a double-action six-shooter revolver, 
a repeating carbine, a twelve-gauge breech- 
double-barreled. shotgun, and a six- 
inch hunting-knife. Then there is a watch- 
pocket compass, burning glass, pocket lamp, 
spyglass, ana steel-pointed alpenstock, 

i am the only woman in the party, but the 
personnel of the expedition is such that, 
though Iam prepared to rough it.“ I shall 
not be in rough company. 

It may be thought that my trip on board 
the Kite will be an unpleasant one, but I an- 
ticipate nothing of the sort. Messrs. Bowring 
Bros., owners of the Kite, have arranged for 
me as neat and comfortable a stateroom as 
could be wished. In size it compares very 
favorably with the stateroom on an ocean 
liner, and I look forward to the voyage with a 
great deal ot pleasure. 

What Her Occupations Will Be. 

Well, what are you going to do with your- 
self in that horribly lonesome place? is an- 
other question I am being continually asked. 
During the summer, you know, it will be light 
all the time, the sun never going below the 
horizon. I shall spend my time out of doors 
as much as possible. I shall botanize, sketch, 
take photographs of all the curious and pretty 
scenes, and expect to do considerable gun- 
ning. There are quantities of loons, eider- 
ducks, ptarmigan, and various kinds of sea 
birds. Then, too, there will be a daily romp 
with my two jet black Newfoundland dogs, 
which were brought direct from St, Johns, N. 
F., for me by Capt. Pike, and I will practice 
snowshoeing and skier running. 

Durug the three months when we will have 
continuous night I shall keep myself busy 
mounting my botanical specimens, reading, 
and looking. aftersuch things as belong to 
woman’s department. Besides, we take with

Russian Vladivostok. An air of Russian mys- 
tery comes over one from moment that 
the anchor drops from the bows of a foreign 
craft. Everything is inaccessible. The great 
arsenal ia sealed to visitors: the post and tele- 
graph offices are very caves of secrecy; 
even the inhabitants seem to tread the 
narrow roads that run by the sea, with the un- 
certain and suspicious steps of those that are 
watched and sus The entire pula- 
tion is convict, either political or criminal, or 
the descendants of such. There is a military 
club and a military park where a military 
band plays to an idle crowd of loungers 
in long coats and shaggy beards, with 
big odd caps on their heads. t iw 
the eastern eye of the greatest of modern 
despots, the Czar, the tip of the middle finger 
of that modern hand of wer that spreads 
from the confines of civilized Europe to the 
shores of the Japan Sea. Our Captain had 
been ashore several times, once in uniform 
with an aide to attend him, several times in 
plain clothes, and finally in all the 
naval regalia of his rank.
